"Mexico is still in the throes of a 
civil war, but there never was and 
never has been any question of po­ 
litical intervention by Great Britain 
in the domestic concerns of Mexico, 
or in the Central or South American 
states," said the premier. 
"It is no part of our duty to prevent 
revolutions or control civil wars. The

Congress Will Meet Soon. 
The state departm ent made public 
Huerta's statem ent to the diplomatic 
corps in Mexico City at midnight last 
Saturday, the burden of which was 
that the presidential election would be 
declared null and void, but the newly 
elected members of congress would 
soon be installed; the national legis­ 
lature would soon resume the legisla­ 
tive powers which General Huerta 
had seen tit to assume. 
In view of the fact that the note re­

legislative authority 
aud his arrest of the deputies, and 
gave also his program for the future, 
it was taken by many diplomats as an 
obvious reply to the American sug­ 
gestion that he eliminate himself. 
Hosts of officials called attention to 
what seemed to be an inconsistency in 
the Huerta note assuming the election 
of recent date valid as to congressmen 
but invalid as to the president. 
The purpose of the United States 
neither to recognize Huerta's right to 
continue in power nor the acts of the 
new congress is tho essence of what 
bas been communicated to the fortdpu 
diplomats by this government.

“We recognized 
President Huerta 
because, having neither the will nor 
the power to intervene, we were bound 
to deal with the de facto government, 
and because, according to information 
then in our possession, there appear­ 
ed to be no element except that of 
Huerta and his supporters which of­ 
fered any prospect of the restoration 
of stability and order.

PRISONERS ARRAIGNED 


THE

Maximum Penalty under the 1913 
Law is 40 Years—Stay of 
60 Days Granted 


After being out about six hours, 
the jury in the kidnaping case where­ 
in Teodor Sjogren charged he was 
forcibly removed from Crosby at the 
time of the t'uyuna range miners’ 
strike last spring, brought in its ver­ 
dict and found two defendants, Wil­ 
liam J. Sullivan and Peter Newman 
guilty and two defendants, Ludwig 
Nelson and L. Curtis not guilty. 
George C. Payne, the fifth defend­ 
ant, did not appear at the trial and a 
bench warrant failed to locate him, 
Deputy Sheriff Claus Theorin scour­ 
ing the range to find him and also 
visiting Duluth and other points. 
The penalty for kionaplng is most 
severe, the maximum being 40 years. 
The old law made it 20 years, but the 
1913 revision doubled it and made it 
40 years. 
The four defendants were tried un­ 
der section I, paragraph 8,628, laws 
of 1913, which states that every per­ 
son who shall seize, confine, or in­ 
veigle another with intent to cause 
him, without authority of law-, to be 
secretly confined or imprisoned with­ 
in the state, or sent out of it, to be 
sold as a slave, or in any way held to 
service, or kept or detained against 
his will shall be guilty of kidnaping. 
The other two sections refer to 
kidnaping insofar as it affects minors. 
Judge W. S. McClenahan, of the 
district court granted a stay of 60 
days and Sullivan and Newman so- 
cured the necessary bonds of $5,000 
each. 
The next procedure will be either 
a motion for a new trial or an appeal 
to the supreme court. 
This is the 
first conviction secured tinder the 
new law on kidnaping.

vertising to the world the rich op­ 
portunities Northern Minnesota offers 
to the homeseeker. 
In the next legislature Northern I 
Minnesota, thanks to the legislature! 
reapportionment which was the Inn 
damental purpose of the association 
in Lhe beginning, will have a consid­ 
erably increased representation. 
The 
activity of the N. M. D. A. is needed 
to g’vie effective anti organized ex­ 
pression through the Northern Min­ 
nesota delegation to the needs and de­ 
mands of this developing empire. 
One thing alone among many that 
might be mentioned makes the work 
of this association a necessity to Nor­ 
thern Minnesota. 
The government 
still holds half a million acres of 
swamp land that will be patented to 
the state. 
It has 
.been 
proposed 
through The Herald that this large 
area be given to the state with the 
express stipulation that the proceeds 
of its sale must be devoted to the 
creation of a state reclamation fund, 
the term “ reclamation” to include not 
only drainage but road-building and 
land-clearing; and that this fund he 
made the nucleus of a revolving fund 
with which to reclaim and put upon 
the market the state’s enormous hold­ 
ings in Northern Minnesota.

suggestion should be taken up at the 
Bemidji meeting, and 'plans for del- , 
inite action arranged. 
Every county in Northern Minne- j 
sota-, and every community so far as I 
(possible, should be represented at J 
Bemidji by its best boosters and its j 
hest hustlers. 
Northern Minnesota j 
needs the N. M. D. A., and It should \ 
rally at Bemidji to give it a new and 1 
more vigorous impetus.
